OTTAWA, Feb. 6. — With 
the crisis swiftly growing in 
intensity and rapidly spread- 
ing, it is evident this morn- 
ing that, apart from the by- 
elections and the steadily 
mounting Quebec revolt in 
the House of Commons, the 
Hepburn government is split 
wide open. | 

For the moment, the Ontario . 
crisis holds the spotlight because 

its development must profoundly 
affect the national situation. 

The pace of events adds im- 
mensely to the obscurity of the 
general position, both on Parlia- 
ment Hill and in the constituencies, 
but it is plain that unless Mr. Hep- 
burn changes his course, which he 
has often done in the past, these 
developments may be expected: 

The formation of a coalition gov- 
ernment in Toronto with the Hep- 
burn Liberals and the Conservative 
members coming together and Hon 
Harry Nixon, now deputy premier 
and former Progressive member of 
the Drury U.F.O. government, lead- 
ing a Liberal-Progressive-Farmer 
opposition. 


MIGHT ACHIEVE POWER 

Or, there may be a general elec- 
tion in Ontario with party lines 
thus re-drawn. In this event, for 
reasons plain enough in the. sto: 
of Ontario politics since 1933-34, 
and of conscription in rural On- 
tario in 1917-18, the Nixon party 
might achieve power. 

The dynamite in Ontario situa- 
tion, effectively detonated by 
Hepburn’s open alliance with

Planned In

OTTAWA, Feb. 6.—(CP) 
—Plans for a large increase 
both in numbers and effi- 
ciency of the reserve army 
will be announced shortly, it 
was learned today. 

It is understood the plan will 
provide facilities for military 

training for every able-bodied 
man in Canada over a certain 
age limit, possibly over 35, on a 
part-time basis. 

So far as can be learned the plan 
contemplates voluntary enlistment 
in the reserve of additional num- 
bers of men in the higher age 
groups and does not as yet involve 


use of the compulsory powers of 
the National Resources Mobiliza- 
tion Act. 


SUBJECT TO CALL-UP 

The reserve army at present is 
believed to number about 145,000, 
but in this number are many thous- 
ands of men who were called up 
compulsorily late in 1940 and re- 
ceived 30 days’ camp training. 
These men are subject to be called 
back for full-time service for the 
duration of the war and numbers 
of them are being called up each 
month, 

Eventually, it is expected all 
the men in this class who are in 
the age groups from 21 to 24, un- 
married or widowers without 
children as of July 1, 1940, will 
find themselves on active service 
for the duration of the war.

Since this is clearly realized by 
Gen. Sir Archibald P. Wavell, sup- 
reme commander of the United 
Nations and the other Allied 
commanders in each of the war 
zones, the bitterest fighting yet seen 
in the Far East seems unquestion- 
ably to lie directly ahead. It will re- 
quire all that resolution, which 
Prime Minister Churchill so justly 
has repeatedly warned must be 
tested to the utmost, before the 
tide can be definitely turned in the 
Allies’ favor. 

As a result of the latest Jap ad- 
vances, the battle for Burma— 
which could also be called the | 
battle for the Burma road. or for | 
Rengoon—is now beginning in 
earnest. The Japanese already are | 
bringing exploratory pressure | 
along the lower Salween river 
line, particularly from Kado Is- 
land, which might be used as a | 
stepping stone between Moulmein 
and Martaban, at the Salween’s | 
mouth, along the river's banks for | 
50 miles, north to the neighbor- 
hood of Shwegun. Since a ferry | 
is located at Shwegun the Japs 
may. be expected to concentrate 
heavily thereabouts.

Apparently a propaganda effort, 
the Tokyo communique made no

There Was tio immediate Neth- 
erlands comment on the claim, 
but at Washington it was stated 
the U.S. navy department had .no 
information of damage to one of 
its ships. 

“In the seven-day-old siege of 
Singapore British guns fired upon 
Japanese troops across the mile- 
wide strait of Johore while R.A.F. 
Hurricane fighters battled Rising 
Sun planes in the skies overhead. 
Yesterday's civilian air-raid cas- 
ualties on Singapore island were 14 
killed and 104 wounded, making a 
three-day toll of 77 dead and 332 
injured. Four alarms sounded in 
Singapore before 9 a.m. today.

BANKING 
GEARED TO WAR 


DEPOSITS AND ASSETS AT HIGHEST 
LEVEL—VOLUME OF BANKING 
SERVICE MUCH INCREASED 
Says H. D. Burns 


General Manager of THE BANK OF NOVA SCOTIA 
AT 110th ANNUAL MEETING 


In his annual address on February 4th, Mr. Burns reviewed the Bank's 
Statement and commented on other aspects of the general situatian, A part 
af his remarks is given helow, 


great importance of these qualities. 
As thestatement shows, our current 
loans and acceptances and letters 
of credit have increased over the 
year, largely for reasons of a war 
time nature; and, in addition, we 
have carried our full shure of short- 
term financing for the Govern- 
ment.” 


Added Duties of Banks 


His further remarks were in pare 
as follows: “In the various finane 
cial measures which the Govern- 
ment has found it necessary to 
adopt under wartime conditions, 
the banks have necessarily played 
a most important part, They are, 
of course, the chief agents of the 
Foreign Exchange Control Board 
for dealings with the public. They 
have important duties to perform 
for the Custodian of Enemy 


In reviewing the Statement, 
Mr. Burns pointed to the substau- 
tial increasesin Loans and Deposits, 
over a year ago, and added that the 
Bank's Total Assets had ‘reached 
an all-time high level of $380 
millions, an increase of more thao 
$51 millions over the previous year.

Speaking on Wednesday in parlia-* 
ment, Hon. J. L. Ilsley discussed the 
holding of the proposed plebiscite in 
language which must appeal to reason- 
able-minded people as the plain sense 
of the matter. 

As men are enlisting voluntarily at 
nearly double the rate required, con- 
scription was not needed and would 
not help the war effort at present. But 
with “the world in flames,” no one 
could tell “what methods, what degree 
of compulsion, may be required in the 
months or years to come.”’ Faced with 
this drastically changed situation, the 
Government was taking the ‘natural, 
honorable and desirable” course of ask- 
ing the public to release it from the 
1940 undertaking that voluntary en- 
listment would be relied upon to pro- 
vide the men needed for oversea service. 

These are the basic facts. The con- 
ditions of 1940 have gone, as no one 
then expected them to go. The war 
now rages, or threatens to rage, in 
every continent and every sea. No 
country is safe from attack. No coun- 
try can count on home defence being 
sufficient to protect it against attack. 
The enemy will have to be beaten where 
he can be struck, at home or abroad. 
The defence of Canada may have to be 
made beyond the Pacific ocean. The 
ultimate destruction of the enemy will 
have to be accomplished there, and in 
Europe. To aid in that destruction, 
Canadian forces may have to cross both 
oceans in unforeseeable numbers. They 
have in point of fact already sent con- 
tingents across both. 

The Government is bound, not by 
law but by honor, to employ only 
voluntary enlistment for service out- 
side Canada. It cannot excuse itself 
from that undertaking, any more than 
the Conservative party can absolve it- 
self from the exactly same pledge given 
by its duly chosen leader. The straight- 
forward way is to ask the voters to 
consent to the withdrawal of that 
pledge, and this the Government is 
to do. 

Not in any half-hearted manner, 
nor as an optional course, but sincerely, 
as a matter of duty to the public. Not 
less a duty because there is no possible 
doubt that the release will be granted— 
for the same reason it is asked for. 
Conscription, hitherto not required, 
may become necessary in the near or 
more remote future. To meet that pos- 
sibility the hands of the Ministers 
should be freed. This will be done. It 
will be done by an overwhelming ver- 
dict if those who sense the changed 
situation follow the excellent lead of 
Mr. Ilsley in showing doubters why it 
should be done. 


The “Crime” Of Neutrality 


Despatches from Switzerland sum- 
marize an article published in a Nazi 
magazine describing in detail the condi- 
tions which exist in Greece under Hit- 
ler rule. This is said to be “the first 
extensive survey of the Greek famine” 
given to German readers, and—for 
whatever reason—it is of course pub- 
lished by official consent. 

The particulars given confirm the 
reports which have come through 
Turkish and other channels as to the 
utter destitution to which the Greeks 
have been reduced. This writer tells of 
people pulling weeds from between the 
cobble-stones on the streets—to eat. 
The coal supply is exhausted, and the 
winter the coldest in 20 years. Indus- 
tries and railways are idle because of 
lack of fuel. Olives and olive oil can- 
not be obtained, bread is rationed at 
three ounces daily in some cities and 
there have been periods of eight to 
ten days when none at all could be se- 
cured, 

The reason for these conditions is 
that Greek food supplies have been 
stolen and carried off to Germany and 
Italy, and the commerce _ stopped 
whereby coal and other needed foreign 
products are ordinarily obtained. Why 
German readers should be given this 
account of how the “new order” 
working out in one of the over-run 
countries is puzzling. Are Nazis sup- 
posed to take pleasure in thus learning 
of the torture they have inflicted upon 
a captive people?

And what did the Greeks do that 
brought this punishment upon them? 
They tried to defend their national in- 
dependence; in particular their right 
to remain neutral. That was the of- 
fence, and the only offence. 

The people of Kire, and of states in 
South America which are putting their 
trust in Hitler's respect for the rights 
of neutrals, can draw little comfort 
from this Nazi account of what he has 
done to neutral Greece. 


Armed “Against” Attack 


Herr Hitler seems to have been in 
somewhat subdued mood when he 
broke silence last week for the first 
time since he declared war against the 
United States. He admitted to uncer- 
tainty as to whether the war will end 
this year, the fourth calendar year into

which it has overlapped. He referred 
to the “glory” of the struggle in Rus- 
sia in the past tense. And he assured 
the people of the Reich they were arm- 
ed “against everything.” 

This sounds like a leader assailed 
by doubts calling on his followers to 
rally for defence, rather than a cham- 
pion exhorting his warriors to follow 
him to victory. Recalling the confi- 
dent tones in which he promised to 
make short work of the decadent 
“English” two years ago, and the im- 
perious way he ordered the des- 
truction of Russia last June, his hear- 
ers must have wondered whether his 
exploits as generalissimo have sapped 
the Hitler confidence in his “intui- 
tions”, 

The Nazi power has not been 
broken. It is not in prospect of break- 
ing immediately, through enemy blows 
or internal upheaval. But after this 
speech it will not be strange if more 
feelers for a ‘negotiated peace” are set 
afoot at Berlin. 


While some members of parliament 
were declaring, and still are declaring, 
that voluntary enlistment has broken 
down, 12,000 men joined the Active 
army during January. That was almost 
double the needed monthly quota. The 
political traducers of Canadian man- 
hood should apologize, and cease hurl- 
ing insults at their countrymen; but 
they probably Wet do either. 


Greek and Turkish authorities are 
trying to arrange to transfer 500,000 
Greek children to Turkish homes for 
the duration of the war. For the reason 
that the Greeks are living precarious] 
close to the starvation line in their cli- 
matically favored country, so close to 
the line they have to break up their 
families in order that their children 
may have food. Such is the Hitler 
“new order” of wholesale exploitation 
and detailed thievery that has been 
imposed upon the Greeks — for no 
cause but that they wanted to live in 
peace and resisted the aggressors.

Reduction of Varieties of Goods « 


Is Next Step in Canada’s 
Controlled Economy 
By B, T, RICHARDSON 

OTTAWA.—The job of cutting out the 
frills in civilian goods has assumed major 
importance, according to a recent press 
release from the Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board, and it is now to receive appropriate 
attention, Each industry is asked to set 
up its own advisory committee to co- 
operate with the price controllers in getting 
consumers’ goods reduced to a few simple 
models or patterns, 

This is the latest move in the battle to 
maintain the price ceiling, and it is easy 
to understand. A well-stocked store, or 
a well-illustrated mail order catalogue 
Teveals hundreds, if not thousands, of 
varieties. 

A closely printed catalogue, for in- 
stance, of some 500 pages of bargains will 
be found to have a dozen pages devoted 
to women's shoes alone, not to mention 
models for girls, boys and men. The 
Canadian woman can choose today from 
perhaps 100 to 150 models of shoes. If the 
choice was reduced to half a dozen models, 
savings in manpower, in machinery, in 
materials and in the costs of business 
would result. 

The same is true of most articles bought 
by Canadian consumers, It is possible at 
present to select from about 70 types of 
fountain pens, differing in design and 
packaging. 

New Economies 

The original statement of principles 
issued by the price ceiling administrators 
last November 21 said in part: “Business 
is faced with the immediate necessity of 
making economies wherever possible. .. . 
The necessity of economies in production 
and distribution, for standardization of 
products, and elimination of unnecessary 
varieties, styles and models, and in general 
for the most economical use being made of 
all available resources, will become in- 
creasingly important.” 

The stage in which these things have 
become a major importance has been 
reached. 

“It is important,” said Mr, Isley, the 
other day, “to make the most of what we 
have. It will be necessary for manufac- 
turers to concentrate on a few simple 
models and patterns, to achieve a large 
measure of standardization and simplifica- 
tion, and for all business firms including 
those engaged in distribution, to eliminate 
unnecessary trimmings and services,” 


No More Frills 


The Job of eliminating frills will be done 
largely, it is expected by business itself as 
a wartime duty of self-regulation, But 
where volunteer methods are not enough, 
as in everything else connected with war 
plans, extreme state powers are available 
to put a touch of iron into the velvet glove 
of co-operation. 

So engrossed has parliament been in 
the plebiscite crisis, and so occupied has 
the public been with that crisis and the 
new developments of the war since Japan 
entered it, that the defence of the price 
ceiling has taken a secondary place in at- 
tention. Yet the price controllers have 
been on the job around the clock. “We

There is a_ distinctly homely touch

country. Even peace-time pomp and cir- 
cumstance, to be palatable in Britain, must 
have a certain bourgeois quality about it. 
Beefeaters, foot guards in bearskins and 
scarlet, horse guards shining in steel and 
brass and polished leather—all this, to the 
British mind, is a setting for a royal family 
which should be a sort of apotheosis of the 
private family—Golders Green enlarged 
many diameters, 

When war casts its drab cloak over the 
nation, the Englishman finds comfort in 
seeing the guardsmen go into khaki and 
the whole stately royal show turn grim 
and purposeful—just as all of England 
becomes grim and purposeful when the 
necessity arises. Doubtless he will be 
pleased to learn that the move from a 
palace to a flat has been occasioned in 
large part by the fact that so many of the 
palace staff have been called up for war 
services; there will be an added fillip, too, 
in the knowledge that the King and Queen 
have always preferred smaller quarters— 
that, as the Queen once remarked, they 
are not “palace-minded,” 

This probably will not minimize the 
desire of most Britishers to see the old 


trappings restored to royalty with the 
peace, Those trappings are dear to the 
British heart—but it is quite in keeping 
with the national character that the know- 
ledge that royalty suffers a bit under all 
the glitter should be a factor in retaining 
the system, Britain is fonder than ‘most 
nations of color and pageantry—but it is 
very un-British to admit it,

Passing Of “The Duke” 


FROM THE CHICAGO DAILY NEWS 

Denny (“The Duke”) Cooney is dead, 
and buried. He died just a few hours after 
a subpoena had been issued summoning 
him to appear before the Cook County 
grand jury investigating gambling. The 
Duke was known as a gent who got what 
he wanted; but he died without achieving 
the goal he set for himself a few years ago. 
He failed to achieve an aura of respect- 
ability. 

Denny was One of the big shots of the 
town. As such, his passing deserves men- 
tion in these editorial columns. Several 
volumes could be written about Denny— 
and they would make fascinating reading. 
Yet, now that he is gone, one finds it diffi- 
cult to write a few lines about him. He 
was a big shot; he amassed a fortune; he 
was a political power; he was a great 
spender; he threw big parties. Lots of 
respectable and semi-respectable people 
seemed not averse to calling out “H’ya, 
Denny”, as they passed his ringside seat at 


| prize fights. So what?

In September, 1938, the Rev, Philip 
Yarrow issued a statement, the general 
tone of which implied that Denny was a 
bum, and recalled his background as a 
pander and operator of brothels, Mr, Yar- 
row, as we remember it, did not refer to 
the most damning episode in the Duke's 
career. He did not recall that Denny's 
mother had spent the last years of her life 
in poverty, working as a scrub-woman 
rather than accept a cent from her son, 
In spite of the moderation with which Mr, 
Yarrow treated him, Denny felt called on 
to defend his honor by .threatening to sue 
for libel, He merely threatened. The suit 
never came to trial. 

Commenting on the Duke's threat, the 
Daily News on September 8, 1938, began 
an editorial with the following words: 

“Dennis Cooney, one of Chicago's most 
successful entrepreneurs in his particular 
field, and a highly respected citizen in 
circles where he is highly respected, claims 
that he is victim of a character assassin. ," 

Perhaps that would serve as Denny's 
epitaph,

But Law Is Being Observed 


Edmonton, in the words of 
Insp. J. J. Shaw, of the city 
police morality squad, “is literally 
bingo mad”, but operators of 
games here are complying with 
the letter of the law as set forth 
in an ameNdment to the Criminal 
Code, and no action to terminate 
such games in the city is contem- 
plated at the present time. 

Insp. Shaw was interviewed In 
regard to the bingo situation in 
Edmonton, following a report from 
Calgary that all persons and organ- 
izations conducting games in the 
southern city would be prosecuted. 

“The whole city seems to be 
going bingo mad,” declared Insp. 
Shaw, “with both young and old 
flocking to participate in the play 
in ever increasing numbers: Mostly, 
these games are conducted by bona 
tide social societies and religious

institutions, which operate under an 
amendment to the Criminal Code. 

“The amendment,” he explained, 
“permits the operation of bingo 
games at a charge of ten cents an 
hour, provided they are held by 
bona fide organizations. In Edmon- 
ton it is the customary practice to 
charge an admission fee of 25 cents 
for the evening, during which ap- 
proximately 25 games are played 
As it usually takes about 2% hours 
or more to play the games, we do 
not believe that this is an infrac- 
tion of the law.” 


Police, however, have been mak- 
ing a check-up of conditions pre- 
valent in halls where bingo is 
regularly played. Smoking has been 
prohibited and adequate spacing 
between the rows of tables has been 
enforced to facilitate quick exit in 
case of fire, 

Only a week or so ago, the in- 
spector sald, a check-up was made 
on reports that children were 

participating in the games and 
at that time a stern warning was 
fesued that the practice must be 
immediately stopped. 

Questioned on reports that “cer- 
tain clubs” in Edmonton were 

operating bingo at a charge of ten 
cents a board, Insp, Shaw declared 
that this was definitely a violation 
of the criminal code and that play- 
erg, are presumed to be gambling 
“inasmuch as money paid for the 
privi'eve of playing amounts to a 
stake or Wager.”

Driver Charged 
Manslaughter 
To Stand Trial 


Waiving his right to a prelim- 


inary hearing, Peter Lienwebber, | 


Calgary, driver of one of the cars 
involved in a highway crash one 
mile south of Leduc on Christmas 
Day in which two persons were 
killed, was remanded on bail of 
$3,000 to stand trial for man- 
slaughter at the next sitting of 
the supreme court, by Magistrate 
A. I. Millar, K.C., in city police 
court Friday. 

David Repp, Calgary filling sta- 
and Mrs, Beatrice 
Tighe, Edmonton, died from _ In- 
juries received in the crash which 
occurred at a crossroad known as 
“One Mile Corner”, Lienwebber 
was driving Repp's car north to- 
wards Edmonton and Mrs. Tighe 
was proceeding south to Lacombe 
in a car driven by her husband, 
James Tighe, when the accident oc- 
curred, 

EVIDENCE ACCEPTED 

In remanding the accused to 
stand trial, Magistrate Millar ac- 
cepted as evidence the testimony of 
witnesses taken at an 
the dual fatality, which was heid 
in Edmonton police court under 
Dr. E. A. Braithwaite, chief provin- 
cial coroner, 

On the request of Stewart 
Shaw, Calgary, counsel for Lien- 
webber, the court agreed to ex- 
clude from the record all evidence 
given by the accused at the in- 
quest. When Lienwebber took the 
stand at the probe he recounted, 
under protection of the Canada 
Evidence Act, each step of the 
fateful journey north. He freely 
admitted that both he and Repp 
had been drinking beer and 
whiskey on the journey, and that 
“he had taken the wheel of the 
death car” just after they passed 
Red Deer, 

The jury in returning its verdict 
Stated in part “that alcoholic drinks 
consumed by Lienwebber were one 
of the contributing causes to the 
fatality.”

Commerce Salvage Campaign Com- 
mittee, Box 37, Edmonton, as soon 
as possible. 


PROBLEMS IRONED OUT 

Other difficulties in the path of 
setting the campaign in motion have 
been practically ironed out, Mr. 
Weber stated, Assistance in this 
regard had been given by W. J. 
Athey, assistant to the national sal- 
vage campaign chairman of Ottawa, 
during his visit to the city this 
week, 

Co-operation in the matter of 
trucking has been generously offer- 
ed by city business firms, he ex- 
plained, 

The question of a market for 
the waste materials to be col- 
lected has also been solved, Mr. 
Weber said. The following ma- 
terials are listed for collection: 
cast iron, aluminum, linotype, 
copper, pewter, bottles, kitchen 
boilers, earthenware, inner tubes, 
copper wire, tinfoil (flat), blan- 
kets, jars, jute, wool, lead, brass, 
tires, office waste paper, news- 
papers, old galvanized boilers, 
fats, magazines, bleached bones, 
mixed rags, old clothing and 
bases of light bulbs. 

After organization is complete, 
the city will be zoned off, certain 
committees will be placed in charge 
of certain areas and the campaign

E. McKENNEY, 
America’s Card Authority 
One of the interesting pamphleis 
on bridge that has come to my 
notice is “Super-Contract Bridge,” 
by Capt. John M. Ellicott (U.S.N, 
retired).

The export of wheat and flour 
out of the west since it Was trans- 
formed from wild land into one 
of the world's richest farm lands, 
has totalled over $5,000,000,000, he 
sald.

MLA. Has Plan 
For Protection 
Farmer Debtors 


Proposal that the Alberta gov- 
ernment seek to have formed an 


economic council of representa- 
tives of the three prairie prov- 
inces to study the farm debt sit- 
uation and formulate plats to be 
submitted to Ottawa for federal 
enactment of laws to protect 
farmer debtors, was made Thurs- 
day in the legislature by Lionel 
Tellier, Ind., St. Albert. 

Speaking in the throne speech 
debate, the member declared that 
“many people in this province have 
lost their land through following 
the policies of this government.” 
He explained that by this he meant 
that many farmers had not made 
payments on their debts, believing 
that the Social Credit government 
would protect them from ever hay- 
ing to settle, and as a result had 
suffered foreclosure. 


OTTAWA WOULD LISTEN 
In making his proposal, Mr 
Tellier said he was convinced the 


Dominion government would listen | 


to the demands of a council such 
as he proposed and enact federal 
debt legislation. 

“If I were a member of this 
council,” he said, “I would pro- 
Pose that the Gebts of all farmers

should be reduced to 75 per cent 
of* the cash value of all their 
assets; that the debtor should then 
be obliged to turn over for the 
benefit of his creditors a certain 
share of his crop every year until 
the whole amount was finaly 
paid off. 

“Provision should be made in 
this act that the mortgage, .agree- 
ment, or unsecured debt would not 
be considered in default if the 
agreement was lived up to. The in- 
terest rate should not exceed five 
per cent.”

ON “HOME FRONT” 


McLeod 


President—THE BANK OF NOVA SCOTIA 
AT 110th ANNUAL MEETING 


In his annual address on February 4th, in which he discussed the business 
picture and outlook, including the effects of shortages and war demands on 
civilian life, Mr. McLeod said in part as follows: 


“Let us face the unfolding 
implications of total war and 
recognize clearly that the present 
year will not be an easy one. 
Whatever it may hold in the mili- 
tary sphere, it will bring much 
increased pressure in the economic 
sphere 
—it will 
demand 
more 
aod 
more 
effort 
and it 
will pro- 
vide less 
and less 
of the 
material 
coinforts 
and con- 
veni- 
ences 
which 
we cus- 
tomarily take for granted. It will 
mean extended controls and in- 
creased regimentation. If there 
are many who still think war and 
prosperity can continue to go hand 
in hand, they are likely to find their 
illusions shattered, 

“Ordinarily it would be hazard- 
ous to speak with such assurance 
of the economic trends of the 
opening year. But because we 
know that the demands of war are 
insatiable and because there are 
limits to our human and material 
resources, we can today see the 
broad trends with a fair degree of 
clarity, for the signs of the past 
year can scarcely be mistaken. 

“The past year has brought two 
developments which are inevitable 
in the economics of war and which 
have basically altered the business 
picture. The first is that we have 
reached in effect a condition of 
“full employment.” The second, 
which is closely related to the first, 
is the increasing degree of shortage 
in supplies of industrial materials.” 


3. A. McLEOD 


Full Employment” 


“On this occasion last year, I 
pointed out that we were steadily 
approaching a condition of ‘full 
employment’ and defined it as a 
state of affairs where there is work 
for all of the capable and adaptable 
unemployed. For all practical 
purposes this state has now been 
reached, ‘There is scarcely any 
unemployment of employable per- 
sons and the easily available 
reserves of labour have been largely 
utilized, Women have been enter- 
ing the working force in large and 
growing numbers, thereby releas- 
ing men for the armed forces or 
for more essential tasks in war 
industry. More than that, labour 
bas been drawn out of the less 
remunerative occupations, notably 
in the cases of farm labour and 
domestic service. While there are 
still reserves of labour that can 
and will be gradually utilized, the 
fact ie that we are beginning to 


see a general shortage of manpower 
as well us the more acute shortages 
of certain types of skilled labour 
which have existed for some time.” 


Shortages of Materials 


“Ip conjunction with ‘full em- 
ployment’ we have also experienced 
growing shortages of many basic 
materials and supplies. Our war 
production has been expanding 
rapidly and consuming mounting 
quantities of steel, base metals, 
fuels, and so forth. At the same 
time the rapid increase in the 
American defence program, now 
Superseded by # tremendous war 
program, has accentuated short- 
ages in two Ways: it has made 
imported supplies of steel, ma- 
chinery and other essential 
materials more difficult to get and 
has added greatly to the already 
large export demand for base 
metals and certain other materials, 
In addition, the shortage of ocean 
shipping has much increased the 
problem of obtaining a number of 
imported raw materials, and now 
the spread of the war to the Far 
East brings aggravated supply 
problems for such things as rubber, 
tin, hemp and wool. 

“In the last few months, almost 
everyone has become aware of 
shortages of materials, for so inany 
of them centre around the auto- 
mobile, that symbol of the North- 
American standard of living. 
Controls and regulations designed 
to restrict and even to cut off non- 
essential uses of critical supplies 
are multiplying and their effects 
are to be seen throughout the 
economic structure,” 


Fewer Comforts and 
Conveniences 


“It is no accident that growing 
shortages of supplies and full em- 
ployment should have developed 
together. They are the two main 
parts of the fundamental problem 
of war which may be best stated 
in a single word—shortage. The 
plain fact is that our human and 
physical resources are limited and 
we have reached a point when 
those limitations are making them- 
selves felt. Many civilian industries 
are faced with restricted supplies 
of materials and in some cases this 
means a drastic curtailment in 
their output. A number of indus- 
tries are having increasing difficulty 
in keeping their workers: in the 
case of agriculture, for example, 
the problem is an acute one. We 
are entering @ more stringent phase 
in our war economy-—a phase in 
which much of the further increase 
in the war effort must perforce be 
at the expense of civilian produc- 
tion and service, In short, we on the 
‘home front’ will have to get along 
with more restrictions and fewer 
comforts and conveniences in order 
that those on the battle-fronts may 
have the reinforcements, the 
weapons and supplies which they 
80 greatly need.”
